Nor is it of recoi'd that 
he ever went to state legislature or national congress seeking fa- 
vors not granted to the poorest American. Yet Ford has won 
out in the race of industrial competition and won tremendously. 
Many others like him could be pointed out. 


In Ford's publication, The Dearborn 
Independent, ap- 


peared an article the other day which, while referring to some 
other, might as well have been written about the great automo- 
bile manufacturer. 
This article goes on to say that abo\*e the 


desk of a living American who has been eminently successful 
appears a card which bears the following seven questions: 


"You 
want success. Are you •willing to pay the price for It? 


"How much discouragement can you stand? 
"How much bruising can you take? 
"How long can you hang on In face of obstacles? 
( 


"Have you the grit to try to do what others have failed/to do? 


"Can 
you £jo up against skepticism, ridicule, friendly advice to 


quit, without flinching? 


"Are 
you strong on the finish as well as quick at the start? 


"Success is sold in the open market. You can buy it—I can buy 


It—any man can buy It who Is willing to pay the price." 
In commenting on the above questions the editorial writer 


of The Independent says that "the ch^ef reason "why so many 
people do not attain success is that they do not desire it strongly 
enough to pay the price.' They become discouraged at the fail- 
ures which are sure to attend their initial efforts. 
They think 


that they have only to hitch their wagon to a star, and the star 
will draw them skyward. They would like to get to the sum- 
mit, but they want to ride instead of making their way on foot. 
<cAn army of young men and women enters the success con- 


" test every year. They are fresh from schools and colleges, the 
farms and cities. They have set their aim high—they desire 
success. The sad part of it is that the majpi»ity of them will fail 
to attain the goal—not because their brain power is deficient, 
not on account of their bodily strength giving way, not for the 
reason that there are not opportunities to succeed on every 
hand, but because when the time comes for success to exact pay- 
ment from them, they will not pay the price. 
And the one 


price that every man and woman must pay if they ever achieve 
success is work. 


"It is work that breaks down-the barriers, and overcomes 


obstacles, and surmounts the difficulties that are found on the 
road to success. It is work that pushes aside everything that 
may stand in the way of the aspirant for the prize. 
" 'Work, Work, Work,' " was the motto of Sir Joshua 


Reynolds. 


Voltaire's motto was 'Toujours au travail'—/'Always at 


work.' " 


Scott's maxim was 'Never be doing nothing.'

Thomas staked out the grave yester- 
day. 


Since there wore no ministers avail- 


able at the time of the burial, there 
was no other ceremony than the pite- 
ous sobs of a broken hearted mother.
